THE ULTIMATE NEGATIVE LIBERTY: THE RIGHT LEFT ALONE 


Chris Faraone’s September 
“Troubled over Bridge- 
water,” about abusive con- 
ditions Old Colony Cor- 
rectional Center, performed 
valuable public service. 
has been too long since 
the voices prisoners were 
heard without prior screen- 
ing either the Depart- 
ment Correction prison 
legal advocates. The last lo- 
cal print reporter such 
fine job was the 
own Kristen Lombardi. 
However, a serious error 
was made in an assump- 
tion which Mr. Faraone 
gave voice. read with great 
dismay, “In theory, human- 


rights crusaders, including 
those at the Massachusetts 
Statewide Harm Reduction 
Coalition, would support a 
plan to house mentally ill 
patients central institu- 
tion. But they are concerned 
that, considering a slew of 
recent episodes, OCCC not 
prepared for such adjust- 
ment. proof they point 
the two suicides that have 
already taken place there this 
year — one of which occurred 
inside a mental-health unit.” 
It is difficult to un- 
derstand how my words, 
spoken written, possibly 
could have given Mr. Fara- 
one the idea that centralized 


Privacy, in the scheme of things, is a relatively new 

invention. Our ancestors began walking their hind 
legs about 200,000 years ago, but took them another 
150,000 years before they got around building cities and 
thus having anything worth being private about. 

In An Essay on Civil Society, published in Edinburg in 1767, ° 
Adam Ferguson observed, “Not only the individual advanc- 
from infancy manhood, but the species itself from 
rudeness to civilization.” Privacy has advanced from an 
especially Western idea that particularly intense among 
citizens of the United Kingdom and United States. 

Think about it. The cliché, “A man’s home is his castle,” 
very Anglo-Saxon concept. implies that within his 
her own four walls, the individual is sovereign. 

When Henry VIII was King England, 200 years before 
Ferguson analyzed humanity’s march from rudeness to civi- 
lization, the monarch was served by a Croom of the Stool, 
whose job was minister the royal backside. Because 
of its proximity to the royal person, this was a highly pres- 
tigious and much sought-after post. Today, call someone 
“ass wipe” provoke punch the nose its civi- 
lized equivalent, slander suit less aggressive and more 
refined still, to defriend the brute on Facebook. 

For practical purposes, the modern American ideal 
privacy was established dissent the 1928 Supreme 
Court wiretapping decision Olmstead the United States. Jus- 
tice Louis Brandeis wrote, “the protection guaranteed by 
the amendments [of the Constitution] much broader 
scope. The makers our Constitution undertook secure 
conditions favorable to the pursuit of happiness. They

When the Supreme Court decided Roe v. Wade, which 
legalized abortion, asserted right nowhere mentioned 
in the Constitution, a right to privacy, to women’s sover- 
eignty over their own bodies. Conservatives protested — 
and still protest that this extralegal. Liberals, the 
other hand, assume that privacy right basic that 
needs no enumeration, that it is implicit in the words of 
the Declaration Independence: “life, liberty, and the 
pursuit happiness.” 

the age Facebook and Google, cite just two 
the most powerful and transformative digitizers, the 
right to be left alone may sound quaint, but it should not. 
Brandeis’s words may still the best working definition 
what society has and risks losing. 

Other cultures approach these things from a differ- 
ent angle. In Russian, there is no single word for privacy, 
which is a complex thought suggesting a range of possi- 
bilities from solitude, to secrecy, to family life. 

As our world grapples with how to use the new digital 
culture without being used by it, civilization is entering 
uncharted territory, a twilight zone. 

Every time we shop online, tweet, or post on a social 
media site, we are participating in a vast redefinition of 
privacy. 

If the idea of privacy is — in terms of humankind and 
civilization —new, then the Internet and World Wide Web

DROPPING SCIENCE 


0) Mankind has been in search of a creative 
use for dog poop ever since high-school 
shootings overtook “flaming shit bag on the door- 
step” as the preferred disturbed-teenager cry for 
help. With roughly 77 million dogs in the United 
States, on average dropping two deuces a day, 
there’s now a shitload of extra crap that has to be 
dealt with. 

A new venture called the Park Spark Project 
could bring an end to our poop problem. By intro- 
ducing a methane digester to doggie toilets, a/k/a 
public parks, organizers aim to turn Fido’s fudge 
into fuel that can light up the park at night. 

The Park Spark Project is the brainchild of 
smart guy Matthew Mazotta, a graduate of MIT 
(of course). With assistance from a bunch of other 
smart guys and girls, Mazotta took an $8000 grant 
from his alma mater and constructed the first 
methane digester for the sole use of turning canine 
droppings into energy for on-site park illumina- 
tion or heat.

Cambridge is 
the first city to 
give Mazotta’s 
feces-into-flame project a shot. This past summer 
saw locals in Cambridgeport’s Pacific Park neigh- 
borhood getting their first peek into the process. 
First, of course, your dog takes a dump. Pick it up 
with a biodegradable bag made of corn, but don’t 
tie a knot in it. Stick the bag in the digester and 
turn the giant wheel that stirs the contents inside 
to create methane (CH4). (Yes, you are stirring up 
some shit. 

The science behind this is simple: any organic 
substance — in this case doggie doo — will produce 
methane as it decays, and with the help of a hose 
and control valve, that methane can be used as 
gas for heating, lighting, and cooking. Harvest- 
ing CHgq for power also reduces the amount of 
methane — a far more toxic greenhouse gas than 
CO2— that is released into the atmosphere when 
left to its own devices (i.e., it’s better for the envi- 
ronment, too). 

Mazotta doesn’t appear to mind being known as 
the dog-shit-energy guy, and is constantly soliciting 
ideas from the public for new ways to exploit meth- 
ane gas — some which include a popcorn machine, 
shadow projection boxes, and a tea cart. Yum.

Dorm life super weird. Sleeping only 

feet away from someone else, shower- 
ing stall while others shower along- 
side you, eating with dozens in the dining 
hall the lack privacy that marks dorm 
life resembles nothing short army bar- 
racks, a royal court, or prison. 

Alex Freeman doesn’t mind. Freeman 
is a 21-year-old communications major at 
UMass Amherst. When paid him visit 
campus last week, I found a chirpy young 
dude in a motorized wheelchair with a glori- 
ous head dark brown hair and earring. 
studies, he makes films, and is eager to get 
the word out about them. To wit, his lat- 
est short, Meet Annabelle, is a black comedy 
about writer with cerebral palsy who spills 
his guts sex doll. (You can see the trailer 
and his other short films youtube.com/ 
user/alexanderfjfreeman. ) 

Like his subject, Freeman was born with 
cerebral palsy. lives life completely 
devoid what most people would consider 
private moments: he can’t get out of bed, 
eat, dress, shower, or go to the bathroom 
without someone there help him. 
uses a wheelchair to get around and orches- 
trates battery personal-care assistants 


order survive. 


He’s by himself only twice a week: 
Tuesday and Thursday afternoons, for two 
hours. It’s the most time alone he’s ever had. 

When was growing Brookline, 
Freeman’s parents gave college students free 
rent exchange for helping with his care. 
They were with him all the time. result, 
his sense of privacy isn’t like everyone else’s. 

“Let put like this,” told me. 
“Most people would have a problem if some- 
one helped them out the bathroom. But 
don’t have problem with that, because 
it’s part the human condition. What 
needs get done, needs get done.” 

But spite this conditioning, was 
miserable his freshman year Fitchburg 
State University. 

“I couldn't be in the dorm with the other 
freshmen, they put townhouse 
with bunch seniors who were really mean 
me,” said. “They threatened pop 
tires.” But empty threats were the least of 
his problems. His state-assigned personal- 
care assistants (PCAs) were very bad, put 
mildly. Some of them showed up late. Some 
them showed drunk. One didn’t show 
up at all, leaving Freeman, half-starved, to 
sleep his clothes his chair. 

“Because you're dependent on these 
people, you really feel like you can’t 
anything when you don’t have their help,” 
he said. “You feel helpless, like you're this 
parasite you start question 
supposed alive.” 

Freeman got the hell out Fitchburg. 
And when started UMass the following 
year, things started to look up. 

Now, Kirby Hunter, a fellow junior with 
admirable posture, acts his PCA two 
days a week. The rest of the time, she’s his 
friend. The pair met last January through 
Freeman’s bandmates in the Synaptics 
(he’s the lyricist). Earlier this semester,

Hunter started working for him, as did 
another member of their crew, Sarah 
Chiavarini. At last count, Freeman has five 
PCAs, all of whom he hangs out with. 

Hunter and Freeman have a very easy 
rapport. Freeman flaps. (“I’m constantly 
doing the Macarena dance, but with no 
music,” he said, describing his involun- 
tary movements.) Hunter unflappable. 
Even though they’ve only been working 
together for a month, Hunter seems to 
anticipate Freeman’s thoughts and wants. 
As we waited for Chiavarini to bring 
lunch, we talked about what it’s like to let 
your friends dress you. 

was shocked that Freeman would choose 
a buddy to see him at his most vulner- 
able moments. Peeing together has been 
girlfriend ritual since time immemorial. 
Helping male friend pee, not much. 
“Other people feel very different about it,” 
he said. “I don’t like the whole clinical and 
professional thing. It’s rigid.” 

“It’s better friends with person 
before they become your PCA,” Freeman 
said. “It’s an icebreaker,” Hunter interject- 
ed. Freeman's condition slows his speech, 
especially when he’s excited. Hunter kept 
completing his sentences. Freeman didn’t 
seem to mind. 

For Freeman, the privacy he relinquishes 
is worth the trust he gains. “Some people 
make the mistake of thinking I’m inferior,” 
he said. With friends, there's little danger 


of that. And in light of the horror show at 
Fitchburg, his decision to hire his friends 
seems yet more logical — a friend would 
probably feel guilty if they starved you or left 
you in a chair all night. 

But when his friends are on the job, 
Freeman is the one in control. “I tell you 
what I need, not the other way around,” 
Freeman said, encapsulating his ideal PCA 
relationship. 

Chiavarini, a sly brunette, showed up 
with salad and chips. The girls inhaled 
their food while Freeman and I talked 
about fronting. Even though I was a college 
freshman over a decade ago, I still remem- 
ber pretending not like certain things. 
would have died if anyone knew how much 
I listened to Pearl Jam, or how frequently I : ; 
played Burger Time on my Nintendo 64. For se 
Freeman, there’s no room to like things in : 
secret. I asked him about this. 

“Do you mean porn?” he volunteered. 
“With different [PCAs], have them dif- 
ferent things. have know how they’ll 
react. I'm different around women than I 
am around men. | feel easier to be myself 
around men because I know how they're 
going to react.” 

Right — just like every other 21-year-old 
guy since the dawn of time. 

“I'm more self-conscious around certain ‘ 
people,” said Freeman. Who? “People who 
might hold very conservative religious 
views — odds are, they would feel what I’m 
saying is offensive.” 

But what you get mad? ambula- 
tory person gets pissed off his friend, 
he can choose to stay away until the bad 
feelings blow over. Freeman can’t keep a 
lousy mood secret — he could be stuck with 
someone for hours after a fight. As with 
everything else, deals. tell people 
straight out when I’m upset,” he said. “The 
amount time you spend resenting some- 
one you could be enjoying life.” 

We made our way over to the dining hall 
for another bite to eat. Once there, the trio 
loaded mozzarella sticks and some 
indeterminate variety of pasta with red 
sauce. Chiavarini got food while 
Hunter scouted table. 

The girls sat across the table from 
each other with Freeman in the middle. 
Hunter hunted fanny pack 
for a straw — he carries the bendy kind 
in several colors. She cut up a mozzarella 
stick and readied a fork. Chiavarini took 
off Freeman's sweatshirt to reveal an Abbey 
Road T-shirt. “Sick shirt, dude,” she said. 

Another benefit to hiring friends as 
assistants: unlimited mozzarella sticks, 
free of judgment. 

As | was leaving, Freeman started speak 
ing aphorisms, presumably for ben- 
efit. “A disability is the ability to prove to 
the world that challenges do not make us 
incapable,” he declaimed. 

Hunter waited for him to finish, hover 
ing with forkful fried mozzarella, ready

turns out that trying make writ- 
Boston with Hustler your résumé like 
trying make Hollywood with Howard the 
Duck on your IMDb page. It isn’t just potential 
dates you were business, and you saw 
guy whose Wikipedia entry includes the 
phrase “drug enthusiast,” you touch 
me with a 12-inch pole. But you don’t have 
scumbag for Google fuck you: 
one recent study conducted for Microsoft, 70 
percent hiring managers surveyed claimed 
they rejected candidates because of shit they 
read about them on the Internet. 

Which means that for the innocent, one 
single defaming blog post can turn life 
upside down. Ex-boyfriends are notorious 
for online revenge stunts; are disgruntled 
employees. Here’s what I’m trying say 
and you might want sit down for this: not 
everything written on the Internet is true. Hell, forget 
about the falsehoods I've written about other 
people online responsible for spreading 
lies about myself. Sure, I'm a porn writer: but 
what about you? The laws regulating what 
people can and can’t write the Internet are 
flimsy and unenforceable. Don’t think so? 
ahead, try suing the anonymous dipshit who 
edited your Wikipedia page. 

Once realized that could never fully 
expunge my feral reputation by simply pack- 
ing life and coming home Boston, 

I had a decision to make. I could leave my 
past out there, the google-able wilds, and 
resign myself life torrid infamy. 
could try learn how downplay certain 
credentials beforehand, at least when I knew 
someone would looking them. 

There’s growing industry de-googling

But the 
links from celebrity gossip sites that used 
to point to Kristin Davis blowjob pics now Dee 
redirect you to a page that celebrates the Pie nay Fg

ing pups benefit for the MSPCA. It’s 
the start of my very long, very slow battle 
against the Internet one realize 
may never win. 

Google is no friend of the despondent. I 
should know. When there's a potage of juicy 
tidbits about you swimming free in cyber- 
space, learning fight becomes second 
nature. In the meantime, a suggestion: 
pre-emptively announce brief, carefully 
plotted — yet honest! — rundown of your 
mishaps any prospective love interest 
potential boss. It probably won't steer them 
away from digging deeper into your past 
than you’d like, but it beats the “You were 
married what?” look when you get back 
from the pisser. And don’t shocked 
find that your search results are permanent 
deal-killers — that article about your scan- 
dalous run-in with transsexual tough 
one to hide from Google's ever-prying eye, 
no matter how much money you have or 
how many posts you contribute to Jesus 
Web sites.

And that’s to say nothing of the vast 
and classified surveillance apparatus — 
“so large, so unwieldy, and so secretive 
that no one knows how much money it 
costs, how many people employs, how 
programs exist within it, exactly 
how many agencies the same work,” 
according the Washington Post that 
could (who knows?!) be silently taking 
note the e-mails you’ve sent and the 
phone calls you’ve made. 

Facebook, keeping tabs on its 500 
million members — who share 30 billion

bits information each month yet are 
mostly ignorant of its privacy policy, 
which is longer than the United States 
Constitution — looks like a Class of 1984 
high-school yearbook by comparison. 


PUBLIC THE NEW PRIVATE 

Over just the past decade or so, the Web 
has turned things upside down. As Danah 
Boyd said, speaking this past spring 
SXSW in Austin, we’ve seen “an inversion 
defaults when comes 

what’s public and 
private.” 

Time was, what you said 
and did “private by default, 
public through effort,” said 
Boyd, a fellow at Harvard’s 
Berkman Center for Internet 
and Society. That’s all 
changed: “conversation 
public by default, private 
through effort. You actually 
have to think about making 
something private because, 
accessible to a much broader 
audience. . . And, needless 
to say, people make a lot of 
mistakes learning this.” 

To a degree unheard- 
of even five years ago, we 
live our lives mediated by 
Firefox browsers and Droid 
screens. And that means — whether 
it’s ostensibly protected sensitive data 
(financial and medical data), ostensibly 
inconsequential personal data (Flickr pho- 
tos, YouTube channels, Twitter feeds), 
ostensibly de-personalized behavioral 
data (browsing patterns, search queries, 
HTTP cookies) — our lives are nowhere 
near as private as we might presume 
them be. 

“Precisely because the tech advances 
have come in so many places, it’s really 
quite hard pick any one particular 
spot that’s the biggest problem,” says 
Lee Tien, senior staff attorney at the 
Electronic Frontier Foundation. “They all 
converge. Because have giant per- 
sonal information superhighway, where 
all our information travels around both

the government and the business sector, 
what gets picked one place being 
transferred to another place. So it all ends 
up, not necessarily in a central basket, 
but in a lot of different baskets — where 
it can always be accessed.” 

“Data collection is becoming ubiqui- 
tous,” says Jules Polonetsky, co-chair and 
director of the Future of Privacy Forum, 
and former chief privacy officer at AOL. 
“It’s not science fiction anymore to think 
there are lots of databases 
that have everything we've 
done: every search we’ve 
done, every Web site we've 
visited.” 

think that our online iden- 
tities are just anonymous 
strings of ones and zeros, 
but that’s just not true any- 
more. So what we used to 
loosely define as “privacy” — 
an admittedly amorphous 
concept — is changing fast. 
And only recently do con- 
sumers, voters, politicians, 
and the media seem to be 
grasping that fact. 

Before, “we had privacy 
from obscurity,” says David 
Ardia, another fellow at the 
Berkman Center, and the 
director and founder of the 
Citizen Media Law Project. Now, almost 
everything worth knowing about almost 
anyone is online. 

“That means it’s searchable, and it’s 
available forever. And I don’t think we've 
caught up to that change in the way we 
structure our lives and the way we under- 
stand privacy” 


WANT KNOW 
MORE ABOUT US’ 
begin with, privacy problematic notion. 
“It very misunderstood concept from 
a constitutional point of view,” says civil- 
liberties attorney and longtime Phoenix con- 
tributor Harvey Silverglate. “There are some 
parts the Constitution, and the Bill 
Rights particular, that are quite specific 
about it. And there are others that are quite 
general and amorphous.” 
While the First Amendment 
very explicit, for instance (“Congress 


shall make no law . . .”), the Fourth 
Amendment (“unreasonable searches and 
seizures” . . . “probable cause”) leaves a lot 
more wiggle room. It’s “seemingly inten- 
tionally vague,” says Silverglate — as if 
“left for the particular era and particular 
culture define.” The result wording 
that suggests people are entitled to a rea- 
sonable degree of privacy — but just what 
that is differs in any given environment. 

Obviously, the Framers “didn’t envi- 
sion the Internet or telephones, but they 
obviously understood that this was an area 
that was going evolving, and they 
couldn't define it.” 

And so we find ourselves, at the begin- 
ning of the second decade of the 21st cen- 
tury, still trying figure all this out. 

The problem, says Silverglate, “is that 
the pace of technological change is pro- 
ceeding quickly that the courts, which 
were always a little bit behind in the 
development technology, are now being 
left in the dust.” 

Indeed, says Tien, “technology has 
advanced and the law has not.” Moreover, 
“Privacy is not easy to define. It means 
different things to different people.” But 
above all else, he says, the most acute 
threat nowadays is that both the govern- 
ment and the private sector have such 
vested interests in chipping away at what- 
ever privacy actually is. 

“You and I might view the information 
that we give off online, that we don’t want 
others to capture, as a negative thing like 
pollution in the air,” says Tien. But “for 
government and industry, it’s a nutrient. 
It’s something they can feed on. They 
want to know more about us.” 


SUCH AGENCY 

“A hidden world, growing beyond control,” 
wrote Dana Priest and William Arkin in 
their Washington Post special report, “Top 
Secret America” — describing “some 1271 
government organizations and 1931 private 
companies [working] on programs related 
to counterterrorism, homeland security, 
and intelligence in about 10,000 locations 
across the United States. estimated 
854,000 people, nearly 1.5 times many 
people live Washington, DC, hold 
top-secret security clearances.” 

you don’t think goodly number 
those folks are listening the occasion- 
Skype conversation, you haven’t been 
paying attention these past nine months. 

“I’m worried about number phe- 
nomena,” says Silverglate. “First, because 


of the increasing number of searches 
being done by the terror warriors — the 
CIA, the NSA, the FBI, and God knows 
who else — the chaos in the federal inves- 
tigative establishment is unbelievable. If 
you think they can't get the mail delivered 
on time, just think about the wiretaps and 
the electronic surveillance.” 

It’s enough to make the most intrusive 
data-mining operation seem tame by com- 
parison. After all, says Silverglate, a corpo 
ration “can spy on you but they can’t arrest 
you.” And when they do spy on you, it’s 
“because they want to sell you something, 
not kill you.” 


DON’T (JUST) WORRY 
ABOUT THE GOVERNMENT

The feds, in other words, “enlis 
brilliance and expertise of com 
Google for the purposes of sn 
citizens.” 

It’s a job at which Google has alleg 
edly acquitted itself quite well in recent 
months. 

In May, news broke that the omnipres 
ent (and sometimes seemingly omnipo 
tent) corporation had been vacuuming 
up data about citizens’ Wi-Fi networks 
and what sorts of content was being 
accessed thereon. Like in a B-movie stake 
out, it was all monitored from inside a 
van — those camera-equipped Street View 
trucks that patrol the world’s cul-de-sacs 
and capture images sword-and-sorcery 
LARPers, “horse boy,” and, well, your 
front door. 

Google insists that the data sweeps 
were “unintentional” and that at any 
rate, were only viewed a very lim- 
ited number of times, by mistake. 

You're not the only one who's dubi- 

ous. Massachusetts congressman Ed 
Markey has asked the Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC) determine whether 
Google’s privacy breach broke the law. 
Galaxy Internet Services, an ISP based 

in Newton, has brought suit. And 
Connecticut Attorney General Richard 
Blumenthal currently leading the race 
for Senate in the Nutmeg State — is head- 
ing a multi-state investigation. 

In June, Representative John Conyers 
of Michigan requested that Google CEO 
Eric Schmidt enlighten him as to just how 
those cars came to intercept that Wi-Fi 
info. In his letter, Conyers got out the vir 
tual police tape, asking that Google “retain 
the data collected by its Street View cars, 
as well as any records related to the col 
lection of such data, until such time as 
review of this matter is complete.” 

It was about this time that Conyers 
sent a letter to Mark Zuckerberg, 
CEO, inquiring whether the site shared 
user data “without the knowledge of the 
account holders.” 

But however much kerfuffle there 
was about Facebook's Orwellian Beacon 
program its labyrinthine privacy set- 
tings, no matter how sinister David 
Fincher’s new The Social Network makes 
Zuckerberg's enterprise seem (never

required new approach. “The only 
way manage this true transparency 
and no anonymity,” he said. “In a world 
asynchronous threats, too dan- 
gerous for there not some way 
identify you. We need a [verified] name 
service for people. Governments will 
demand it.” 

And Schmidt right the same gov- 
ernments that are investigating Google’s 
breaches their citizens’ privacy are also 
demanding that their citizens account- 
able for their online identities ways 
that must make the world’s totalitarian 
regimes smile. the paradox: any 
measure that would allow Google track 
the sources Chinese hacker attack 
would also enable to the Chinese govern- 
ment track its own dissidents. 

Even on our shores, a look at recent 
government action on privacy shows how 
confused the issue has become. 

On the one hand, US lawmakers and 
the nation’s top consumer-protection 
agency are so spooked by online market- 
ing practices that they are threatening 
legislation if the industry doesn’t begin 
to self-regulate. By doing so, they’re 
affirming the public’s right to retain its 
anonymity. 

Earlier this year, the FTC began 
floating the idea of a no-track list, 
which would prevent advertisers from 
gathering information from user’s 
online behavior much the federal 
Not Call list restricts the practices 
telemarketers. The ability market- 
ers to track you has shifted so quickly, 
and the information they can glean 
so frighteningly accurate, that in July, 
Congress hauled a who’s-who of the 
interwebs — including representatives 
from Google, Facebook, Apple, and 
AT&T front the Senate Commerce 
Committee, threatening push bills 
through both the House and the Senate 
the industry didn’t start explaining 
to consumers what information is being 
collected and how it’s being used. 

After the Senate hearings, 
Massachusetts senator John Kerry 
announced that would draft legisla- 
tion — to complement bills already intro- 
duced in the House — that would give 
people more control over how their infor- 
mation is collected and distributed online. 

“Take the single example can- 
cer survivor who uses a social network 
to connect with other cancer survivors 
and share her story,” said Kerry ina 
statement. “That story is not meant for 
her employer or everyone she e-mails, 
or marketers of medical products 
promising herbal cures. Misapplied and 
poorly distributed, this information 
could lead lost job opportunity 
higher insurance rates. Even distrib- 
uted without malice this information 
could pigeonhole her identity cancer 
survivor — which may not be how she 
wants face the world.” 

Deciding who gets that information 
“should her right,” Kerry continues. 
“Whether not she acts protect 
its distribution, private firms should 
start with the premise that they should 
treat her and her information with 
respect. The fact that law limits the 
collection this information its dis- 
tribution problem that threatens 
sense self.” 

That very month, however, the Obama 
administration tried make easier 
for the FBI obtain records 

“online transactions” includ- 

ing list who e-mailed

without warrant. Around 
the same time, the Electronic 


Frontier Foundation reported that the 
White House has circulated draft its 
plan for securing identity online which 
calls for individuals to “voluntarily 
request smart identity card from her 
home state” to “authenticate herself for 
variety online services” including 
“securely accessing her personal laptop 
computer, anonymously posting blog 
entries, and logging onto Internet e-mail 
services using a pseudonym.” 

The proposal, called the National 
Strategy for Trusted Identities Cyberspace, 
sounded alarming some critics. 

“If I'm posting blog, reading, 
browsing, who needs know am? 
Why is it so important that my identity 
verified and authenticated?” says Tien. 
“We have a tendency to say, ‘Well, gee, 
there are all these problems need 
know people’s identity.’ But identity isn’t 
security. You don’t automatically know 
what to do about someone just because 
you know who they are.” 


CONTESTED CONCEPTS 

At any rate, even a raft of new laws and 
egal precedents can’t the only answer. 
Beyond legal remedies, there has to be a 
cultural component. 

“Much our sense privacy the 
world isn’t guaranteed law,” says Tien. 
“It’s guaranteed people acting within 
traditional bounds.” Unfortunately, “tech- 
nology screws this up. accelerates social 
change in ways where people aren’t sure 
what the norms are.” 

Justin Silverman, a law student at Suffolk 
University who blogs for Suffolk Media Law 
and the Citizen Media Law Project, says he 
suspects that ultimately people’s sensibili- 
ties will adapt folks get “more comfortable 
with information online” and lot these 
issues will “solve themselves.” the mean- 
time, he says, “[the] market will take care of 
some things.” 

Indeed, even helped cre- 
ate some these issues, technology and 
the private sector have huge roles to play.

“Titian, Tintoretto, and Veronese” block- 
buster. It came about because Berliner is an 
insider serving curatorial ad- 
viser the World Monument Fund project 
to restore the Forbidden City’s Qianlong Gar- 
den (the show's “private paradise”). Work 
began 2001 and scheduled finished 
in 2019. From here, the show travels to New

The aged Qianlong emperor stares out 
from eight-foot-tall, life-size, ink-and- 
color portrait silk.

patterned robes, seems to hover in the air 
over his dragon throne. His face is serious, 
tired, old, skeptical, impassive. 

rare painting among the tables 
and chairs and thrones dramatically in- 
stalled here. The exhibit opens with a 
16-panel screen given the emperor 
provincial governor who was later sen- 
tenced death for corruption. One side 
copy after the revered ninth-century artist 
Guanxiu's paintings of Sixteen Luohan at a 
monastery Hangzhou. The Buddhist dis- 
ciples are rendered bone white black 
grotesque, enlightened, wrinkled old 
Guanxiu’s sequence was favorite 
the emperor’s, so for centuries the backside 
has been hidden, pressed against the 
wall the garden’s Building Luminous 
Clouds.

In the next room, a rootwood table, 
chair, and couchbed are animated by the 
polished material’s fantastic, winding, 
patterns. early the 12th centu- 
ry, rootwood furniture symbolized Buddhist 
priests’ and Daoist monks’ indifference 
worldly goods and their attunement the 
cosmos. Here touches that philosophy, 
but it’s also sign ostentatious wealth. 

The emperor was devout Buddhist. 
the Supreme Chamber for Cultivating Har- 
mony was a tiny room for Buddhist contem- 
plation, framed lotus petal doorway. 
Originally pasted to a wall inside — and 
exhibited here calligraphy the em- 
peror: “Harmony in the air causes spring. 
Harmony principles begets humane- 
ness./People should cultivate themselves, 
and the most important person among the 
people the emperor./The blessings the 
emperor reach ten thousand things.” 

In a nearby mandala, dozens of little 
gold-gilt clay figures Buddhas and Bud- 
dhist deities are set into niches silk 
painting depicting imperial temple, 

pond, mountains, and clouds. 

The largest gold figure, set into glass- 
windowed niche center, the Qianlong 
emperor, portrayed the wise Bodhisattva 
and holding the wheel law 
identify him just ruler. 

ruled from bench-like thrones. 
zitan and cedar throne edged the top 
with curling carved dragon pattern. Back 
and side panels are delicately carved with 
screen deer roaming wooded mountains. 
It’s displayed before wide cabinet zitan 
lacquer, and gold paint. The 100 compart- 
ments are bordered carved relief 
clouds and paintings golden dragons. 


SCREEN (DETAIL) “in 
eighties, exhausted from 
diligent service, will culti- 
vate myself, rejecting worldly 
noise,” wrote the emperor. 


Another throne decorated with carved 
zitan reliefs inlaid with jade and adhered 
glass (then rare import from Europe, since 
China yet produce glass sheets). The 
carvings depict pines, plum blossoms, and 
bamboo — the “three friends” who stay green 
in winter and, Berliner says, “symbolize the 
ability remain upright even harsh con- 
ditions.” Like much the exquisite crafts- 
manship here, seems embody patience 
and poise, balance between stillness and 
action.

I bought The Dirt, Motley Criie’s 2002 auto- 
biography, the day was published. got 
home from the store, sank to the floor, had 
a nice cry (it had been hot out and my fin- 
ger hurt), and started reading. Ten hours 
later, finished. was starving, but 
heart beat with the joy of life itself. Despite 
the idiocy and misogyny (from naming 
groupies “dick buzzards” casual referenc- 
es to spouse abuse), the colossal self-regard, 
and the accounts pointless hedonism 
(Vince Neil favored booze and a sleeping 
pill; Nikki Sixx and Tommy Lee preferred 
cocaine mixed with Halcion — huh?), the 
band exuded a rare appetite for life. Any 
callousness — and there was plenty — 
seemed ascribable their disarming capac- 
ity live entirely the present, without 
shame plan for tomorrow. was exhil- 
arating, and the appeared less wicked 
than bracingly alive, even charming. Zen 
Masters who might go to jail, and who 
regularly needed shots penicillin their 
weeping groins, if you will. 

Neil’s Tattoos ¢ Tequila isn’t the same. Many 
the stories are familiar from The Dirt: suc- 
cess, sex, and drugs; Neil’s 
vehicular manslaughter 
of his friend, Hanoi Rocks 
Razzle Dingley; 
Nikki Sixx’s overdose; farn- 
ily tragedy; divorces; subpar 
solo careers; the band’s re- 
vival; etc. The difference is 
that, in The Dirt, if someone 
said he didn’t remember 
something, it sounded like 
genuine drug blank. 
Neil’s book, it looks like ly- 
ing, neurosis, or — worse — 
grandpa having trouble 
recalling whether he likes 
tomatoes.

equivalent karaoke.” Neil didn’t have 
to act responsibly, and the world didn’t 
mind.

Although the infectious 
arena-sized alt-rock song has found its way 
into a number of TV shows and commer- 
cials since then (including spots for Coca 
Cola and Chrysler), Sillitto still isn’t sure 
how comfortable he is with the situation. 
“I kind of think sometimes it’s been over- 
used, but the others have different opin- 
ions on that,” he says slowly. “But, I mean, 
we don’t live in the ’80s anymore where 
you sell million records and you get mil- 
lions of dollars in advances and you can do 
whatever you want.

After the tour, which ends back home

Tim Booth of James stared blankly at 
the camera the video garbed 

in a thin sheer dress with a metal handcuff 
around his left wrist, his now long-gone hair 
poofy, curly mess. The image crashed the 
omnipresent grunge scene and became a 
fixture late-night MTV, refuge for the 120 
Minutes crowd that grunge helped exploit. 
Cruising freely over folkish acoustic-guitar 
riff and a soft, drumroll build-up, Booth’s 
vocal falsetto and lyrics about kitchen-knife 
fights, blurred gender lines, and eyeliner 
boys offered stark contrast the macho pow- 
er-rock revolution, which dragged the music 
into shell from which has yet emerge. 

By then, James (who come to the Paradise 
this Saturday, touring behind their new Mer- 
cury double The Moming After the Night Be- 
fore) were strangers dodging pop-culture 
labels. A few years prior to the homonymous 
album that spawned “Laid,” their home city 
Manchester was gripped Tony 
Factory Records which gave the band their 
first record deal in 1983 — and the “Madches- 
ter” explosion. Right hit the air- 
waves, in 1993, the Cool Britannia juggernaut 
known Britpop would reshape the scene 
direct reaction American grunge. 

They all served as trend hurdles for a band 
who were always clever enough to ride a wave 
without getting caught the undertow. It’s 
why James are still around in a career span- 
ning 30 years, 10 studio albums, and 12 mil- 
lion units sold. 

“That was all a conscious decision,” Booth 
via telephone from his home outside Los 
Angeles. remember saying that be- 
come a part of Madchester, the scene would 
over two years and old news. 
Each wave that came, we said, ‘We don’t 
wanit to be part of this.’ It was strategic.” 

Of course, alignment with UK indie was 
something James always dealt with, even in 
the mid 80s. “We started before the Smiths,”

ironic, then, that it’s the poppish 
“Laid” that remains James’s most recogniz- 
able hit in the states. “It was a throwaway 
piece, thought was bubblegum,” Booth 
admits. “But Brian Eno] loved it, 
kept it really short. I think it’s only about 
two minutes, and in the end, we loved it. A 
record exec came in one day and suggested it 
as a single. In the creative arts, one piece of 
work turns everything.” 

James's latest effort, two mini albums 
you can buy together individually, 
geared toward the single. Booth says the 
idea was “shorter batches songs” for pub- 
lic consumption. “We can see people’s atten- 
tion spans don’t extend albums anymore. 
It was with iTunes in mind. The internet 
has fragmented everything, and music is 
more of a commodity.” 

The Morning After the Night Before was re- 
corded two different styles. Night Before 
“virtual” recording using FTP site where 
the band downloaded and updated one an- 
efforts while producer Lee “Muddy” 
Baker served as moderator. Morning After was 
birthed by James as a unit after five overdub- 
less days in the studio. 

Both albums are trademark James — 
moody, uplifting, and at times spontane- 
ously joyous, but with the natural under- 
current of Booth’s lyrical melancholy and 
yearning. Like previous James releases, this 
one schizoid rock opus buoyed Booth’s 
unmistakable voice. As he explains it, “We 
named the band James because it’s indi- 
vidual, and reading individual 
having personalities.”

TEENAGE FANCLUB ARE BACK THE SCENE

Fanclub singer/guitarist 
Norman Blake has finally left the 
unlikely European pop-music center 
Glasgow that helped build. was 
mere generation ago that Scottish sing- 
ers like Donovan had pack their guitar 
cases full of baubles and move to London 
in order to make it in the music business, 
but after eight proper albums with the 
Glasgow-based band (who come Royale 
this Saturday), Blake has left the High- 
lands for reasons that run a lot deeper 
than music. Like a domestic life. Last 
year, he relocated to Kitchener, Ontario, 
with his Canadian wife and family, and 
now his worries run to things like bees 
coming out of the bottom of his house. 

“It’s a bit disconcerting,” he says, ina 
Scottish brogue so thick, you could shave 
with it. The accent isn’t what hits you in 
the simple sincerity Teenage Fanclub’s 
music but you might hear the sounds 
summer turning into autumn, the 
voices of close friends, and maybe even 
the buzzing of Mother Nature cooking up 
something little special. 

Now in his mid 4os, Blake is half fa- 
natic and half doctor of philosophy when 
it comes to the Glaswegian scene where 
he started the band with Gerard Love 

bass/vocals) and Raymond McGinley 
(guitar/vocals) more than years ago. 
“Here is me as a teenager listening to the 
Buzzcocks and all this ‘punk rock, and 
loving it actually, but not being allowed 
to listen to any other records because of 
peer pressure. Then along come Orange 
Juice [in 1980}, and for a start, they base 
themselves in Glasgow, and they say, 
‘Well, we don’t have to move to London 
to have a label, we can make records here 
in Glasgow.’ The other thing that they did 
is that they said, ‘We love punk rock and 
we love the DIY zsthetic, but we also love 
Chic and Al Green and Sly & the Family 
Stone and the Buffalo Springfield.’ For 
me, never really had the opportunity 


listen to any of that music, so it was liber- 


ating that way.”

Soon after their 1989 debut single, 
“Everything Flows” (now the open 
ing track the forthcoming Matador 
25th-anniversary box set), the “Fannies” 
began establishing the special brand of 
pen-and-paper songwriting that would 
hit its commercial peak with 1991's Don 
Fleming-produced Bandwagonesque. Blake 
remembers exactly how Teenage Fanclub 
found their voice at a time when classic 
pop-chord progressions and harmonies 
were uncool. “Don said to us, ‘Look, you 
guys are good doing harmonies, and 
not many people are even doing that 
nowadays. Everyone is making noise 
records at the moment.’ So basically we 
took his advice! Don gave us the confi- 
dence to focus more on the melody and 
not so much on the sonic whatever.’ 

As bands like Belle & Sebastian and 
Mogwai continue carry the torch, Teen- 
age Fanclub are reaching beyond Glasgow. 
This year’s Merge Records-released album 
Shadows — their first in five years — shows 

that their tastes have changed and the 
broth has changed, but it also shows that 
even though their lives have moved in dif- 
ferent directions, they still find refuge in 
making music together. “Baby Lee” is a 12 
string bubblegum ode to the girl you want 
to marry. “Into the City” is a travelogue 
chiming through some forgotten journey.

The circa "81 synth- 
pop ringer “Clamour Puss,” with its 
cutesy whistling and handclappy 
beat, the arena-rocking “Madame 
Trudeaux,” and the fuzzy, gritty 
opener “Uummannag Song” (it's 
a town in Creenland) also crank 
up the decibels. What's lost in 
Tunstall’s transition to rock god 
dess is the attention to detail that 
marked her previous songwriting. In 
her quest for catchy buzz lines, she’s 
sacrificed clarity and craft. Although 
the occasional inspired lyrical hook 
pokes through, all too often the need 
to match the amped-up production 
leads to generic blah in the words 
department. And all that overkill ob- 
scures what might have been some 
of Tiger Suit’s better moments. At 
least the arrangements are pro, and 
the less cluttered, least slick tracks 
are treasures. “(Still a) Weirdo” es- 
tablishes a perfect balance between 
acoustic atmospherics and seductive 
electronic accent; “Lost” is orchestral 
grandeur personified.

These days, getting Andy 

minutes of fame seems less difficult 
than getting minutes privacy. This state 
of affairs is due in part to the internet (in 
particular Facebook and similar websites), 
which allows users expose their lives 
versions thereof — to half a billion others.
